STATUS OF FREE ALCOHOL. 
Congress adjourned, as many of the 
friends of free alcohol expected it 
would, without having passed any law 
looking to a simplification of Section 
GL of the Tariff act. The situation, 


therefore, is practically the same as it 
was when except 
that the Government be 
willing to bring the question to a head 
speedily, with a view of removing the 
uncertainty now pervading the trades 
using alcohol within the meaning of the 
law. Our Washington correspondent 
clearly states the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment, It appears that the Depart- 
ment of Justice is to expedite the suits 
that have been brought to recover the 
rebates, and that it does not expect to 
win a case, as the mandatory motive of 
the law is fully recognized,

He will not have the excuse he 
had last autumn, which really was that 
the Treasury needed the money, al- 
though it was thinly veiled by his state- 
ments that he had no money to enforce 
the law, and that no regulations could 
be issued that would protect the Gov- 
ernment against fraud. No difficulty 
attaches to the enforcement of the reg- 
ulations governing drawbacks on im- 
ported goods, and tinere is no ground for 
the fear that the Treasury Department 
would suffer pecuniarily through regu- 
lations that can issued governing 
the use of alcohol in the arts.

The reports of the several pipe lines 
giving details of the receipts and ship- 
ments of petroleum during the month 
of February, and the stocks on hand 
at the close of the month, make even a 
stronger exhibit than was expected, the

large decrease in stocks proving a sur- 
prise to the trade generally. It was 
known that the decrease in stocks 


would be large, but that it would ex- 


ceed the decrease during January 
was not thought probable, especial- 
ly as there is aé_é difference of 


of three days in the length of the two 
months. This was mainly due to the 
large decrease in production, although 
the deliveries also show considerable 
shrinkage, the average per day, how- 
ever, having been about the same as 
during January. The effect of this in- 
creased strength in the statistical sit- 
uation is not made patent in the quo- 
tations issued from the several ex- 
changes, but the prices quoted for the 
products have been increased and there 
is a general feeling of expectancy in 
the trade that prices must go higher in 
consequence of the decreased produc- 
tion of Pennsylvania crude and the in- 
significant amount to which the stocks 
have become reduced. Considerable so- 
licitude is also expressed as to the ef- 
fect on the industry when the present 
stocks in possession of the pipe lines be- 
come exhausted, which, at the rate of 
decrease during the past three months, 
will be before the close of the present 
year. That an actual scarcity of oil 
need be feared we have before shown 
to be premature, as the resources of the 
country have not been fully developed 
and no one can foretell what the result 
of drilling operations in new sections 
will be. Should the active search for 
oil in the Pennsylvania fields fail to in- 
crease the production and the stocks be- 
come entirely exhausted, it would sim- 
ply result in an increase of prices to a 
point where the development of terri- 
tory more remote from tidewater and 
from established transportation facili- 
ties would insure profitable employment 
of capital for the purpose. There is 
much territory known to rich in 
oil-bearing strata which has not been 
developed, for the reason that it would 
not pay at the prices heretofore ruling, 
and these may be relied upon to supply 
future requirements when the condi- 
tions are favorable for their profitable 
development.

The runs in the Pennsylvania fields 
during the month of February reached 


a total of 2,031,876 barrels, which 
makes the daily average 72,567 barrels, 
while the daily average runs during 


January was 77,755 barrels, a decrease 
of 5,188 barrels, showing a 
during the twenty-eight days of the 
past month of 145,234 barrels.

The report of the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company shows a decrease in produc- 
tion, in deliveries and in net stocks 
of Ohio oil during February.

NITRATE OF SODA DEPRESSED. 

There have been many occasions in 
which the nitrate of soda market has 
displayed great depression’ as a result 
of curtailed consumption and accumu- 
lated supplies at distributing points, 
but it is questionable whether the pros- 
pect was ever quite so dark as it is 
at the present time. The conditions 
now existing are not the result of an 
increased production. They are based 
soley upon a decrease of consumption 
resulting from the extreme commercial 
and agricultural depression in all parts 
of the world. This decrease in actual 
consumption has caused 
lation of stocks in the hands of im- 
porters and distributers, giving a 
stock that is far in excess of probable 
consuming requirements for months to 
come. As an illustration of the con- 
dition of affairs now prevailing, it may 
be stated that the total deliveries for 
consumption in Europe during January 
and February this year were 0,000 
tons less than those made during the 
corresponding period in 1894. There is 
now a visible supply to June Ist, in the 
Suropean markets, 550,000 tons 
against 385,000 at the same time a 
year ago, or a surplus quite, if not 
than suflicient, to supply the 
average consuming requirements of the 
United States for a whole year. 

Taking the situation on this side of 
the water, it is found that the visible 
supply for New York alone, up to June, 
is 226,000 bags, and the surplus stock 
which must find a market in the United 
States is far in excess of this, includ- 
ing, as it does, cargoes discharging in 
Baltimore and Boston, and vessels due 
at Philadelphia, within the next sixty 
days. 

The depression is not caused by in- 
creased production at the primary 
sources of supply, nor enlarged ship- 
ments from there, but results direcily 
from reduced consumption of agricul- 
tural purposes. The South has ceased 
to a buyer because the low price 
of cotton and the consequent scarcity 
of money and curtailment of credit 
in that section have reduced the de- 
mand for fertilizers, leaving in the 
hands of producers of the latter a 
stock of manufactured goods which 
they believe will be amply sufficient to 
meet requirements of consumption dur- 
ing the current season, and rendering 
them indifferent regarding the procure- 
ment of fresh supplies of crude mate- 
rial, such as nitrate. To an extent, a 
similar condition prevails in other sec- 
tions of the country, and the prospect 
for an increased demand for nitrate of 
soda for agricultural purposes is very 
discouraging. 

The quantity of stock in 
or loading for this country is large 
compared with the probable needs of 
consumption; yet by comparison with 
former years it is not excessive. While 
the markets here and in Europe are 
weak and depressed, prices on the 
coast are comparatively high and firm, 
and this seems to be about the only 
encouraging feature of the situation,

Drawbacks on Exported Goods, 
Washington, March 15, 1895. 

Acting Secretary Curtis of the Treas- 
ury Department has made a ruling in- 
tended to relieve exporters who claim 
drawbacks on exported goods shipped 
on vessels that touch at other ports in 
the United States than the port of origi- 
nal departure. Heretofore it has been 
the rule that exporters sending goods 
out of the country on_ such vessels 
should be required to procure at every 
subsequent United States port entered 
a certificate or non-landing. In the 
case cited by Mr. Curtis certain export- 
ers sent goods from San Francisco on a 
vessel that subsequently touched at 
Eureka, Cal. The claimants did nov 
obtain a non-landing certificate, but for- 
warded to the Collector at Eureka certi- 
fied copies of the export entries, and 
they also sent to the Collector at San 
Francisco certificates of exportation, as 
required by the customs regulations. 

“As these certificates,” says Mr. Cur- 
tis, “clearly show that all the merchan- 
dise covered by the drawback entries 
was exported, they may properly be 
accepted in all similar cases, in lieu of 
the certificates of non-landing men- 
tioned in the regulations, and you are 
therefore authorized to take action ac- 


cordingly.” 





Acting Secretary Hamlin has issued 
regulations for the allowance of draw- 
back on the exportation of “Gold Dust 
Washing Powder,’ and other similar 
preparations, manufactured in part 
from ‘cottonseed oil foots,” and im- 
ported soda ash. 

“The drawback,” says Mr. Hamlin, 
“will be allowed equal in amount to the 
duty paid on the soda ash used in the 
manufacture, less the legal deduction of 
1 per cent.; provided that no domestic 
soda ash has been used in such manu- 
facture. The entry under which the 
merchandise is to be inspected and 
laden must, in addition to the usual 
description of the merchandise, show 
the dimensions of the shipping cases, 
the number and size of the paper pack- 
ages in each case, and the net weight 
of the exported article contained in 
such packages. 

“The manufacturers’ declaration on 
the drawback entry must show, in ad- 
dition to the usual averments, that the 
exported article was manufactured and 
packed in the manner set forth in their 
sworn statement, dated Feb. 6, 1895, 
which is returned herewith. The in- 
specting officer shall report the size 
and number of the shipping cases laden 
for exportation, and shall take samples 
of the expeted article, whenever order- 
ed by the Collector, to be submitted to 
the Appraisers for analysis and deter- 
mination of the percentage of soda ash 
(carbonate of soda), contained therein; 
and such determination, together with 
the weight of the exported article, 
weighed by a United States weigher, 
and the report of the inspector as to the 
number and size of the shipping cases, 
may be taken as a basis for liquida- 
tion; provided, that the weight so taken 








shall not exceed 69 pounds, net, of the 
exported article for each shipping case 
of the size described in the manufac- 
turer’s statement, nor 55 pounds of soda 
ash in condition as imported, for every 
100 pounds, net, of the exported article.”

Paint and Oil Club of New England, 


Boston, March 12, 1895. 

The eighty-sixth monthly meeting 
and dinner of the Paint and Oil Club of 
New England was held at the Parker 
House this afternoon and evening. 
About forty-five members were present. 

Samuel J. Elder and George B. Ford 
wers the invited guests present. 

President Strauss appointed a com- 
mittee to nominate a member of the 
Pricing Committee, who presented the 
name of John Wood, who was elected. 

Mr. H. H. Hay of Portland, Me., in 
responding to the invitation to the din- 
ner, stated, under date of March 8: “I 
commenced business fifty-four years 
to-day.”’ This fact was read by Sec- 
retary Hill. 

Communications were read from the 
Boston Merchants’ Association and the 

s3oston Associated Board of Trade, ask- 
ing co-operation in collecting funds for 
the relief of the suffering people of 
Newfoundland. 

Mr. Asahel Wheeler said in reference 
to the above: “Mr. President and 
Gentlemen—Having satisfied the crav- 
ings of your hungry appetites at this 
sumptuous banquet, I suppose most of 
you are in a happy mood to respond to 
a brief sentiment of thanks, as did a 
clergyman of the olden time. It was 
his usual custom, when in a hurry to 
send his laborers into the field in hay- 
ing time, to say: “Much good may it 
do us. Amen.” But I am not satis- 
fied, for while partaking of this feast, I 
could not help thinking of our afflicted 
brethren on the Eastern seashore; how 
gladly would they have had the crumbs 
which dropped from our table this 
evening, and then have fallen on their 
knees to return thanks. Let us not be 
unmindful, in the midst of our abun- 
dance, of their absolute destitution. 
Our stomachs are full, and our hearts 
should be overflowing at this time. So 
let us return thanks substantially thus. 
Mr. President, I move that we donate 
from our treasury at this time a rea- 
sonable sum for this object, and request 
the Executive Committee to name the 
amount, and report to-day, that we 
may act immediately.” 

In reference to the matter of a con- 
ference with representatives of the 
2ainters and Decorators’ Association 
of Boston and vicinity, for the purpose 
of making a statement and argument 
on the part of the painters and deco- 
rators, for trade discounts, to master 
housepainters and decorators in Boston, 
it was voted to invite a committee of 
three from the painters and decorators 
to be present at the next monthly meet- 
ing of the Paint and Oil Club, to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

Mr. William Agge, for the committee 
appointed about two months ago to 
consider the question of charging for 
interest and overdue accounts, reported 
as follows: 

“In view of the constantly decreasing 
margin of profit in staple goods in our 
business,and of the temptation, through 
fear of losing customers, to allow a 
long credit on such goods, without a 
charge for interest, the members of 
the Paint and Oil Club of New England 
do hereby 

“Resolve, That it shall in future be 
cur rule to charge interest as follows: 
On linseed oil, after thirty days; on 
turpentine, after thirty days; on white 
lead, after sixty days. 

“Resolved, That we will do all in our 
power to support and sustain each 
other in maintaining this rule. 

“Resolved, That the secretary of the 
club send a printed copy of this pre- 
amble and resolutions to every mem- 
ber of the club, stating also the vote 
by which it was adopted.” 

H. A. Robbins offered the amend- 
ment that the names of the firms— 
members of the club—be printed on the 
circular, which will also be sent to the 
traveling salesmen by the firms. 


The resolution and preamble, with 
the amendment, was unanimously 
adopted. 

It was voted to donate the sum of 


$100 from the treasury of the club in 
aid of the Newfoundland sufferers. 
The sum of $20 was voted toward 
the expense of the banquet recently 
given by the Massachusetts’ State 
3oard of Trade, to the Governors of 
New England. 

President Strauss took occasion to 
thank the members of the club for their 


cordial support, which rendered the 
“ladies’ night” such a complete and 
unqualified success. ‘ 


It was voted to send a letter of con- 


gratulations from the club to the 
brother member, H. H. Hay of Port- 
land, Me., on his long and successful 


career in business—a full half century. 

This ended the business, and Mr. 
George B. Ford read a selection from 
Mark Twain’s “Roughing It,’ which 
was accompanied by a prolonged roar 
of laughter.

Status of Free Alcohol, 
Washington, March 15, 1895. 

As foreshadowed in these dispatches, 
the Department of Justice, now that 
Congress has adjourned without any 
action either on the bill to repeal sec- 
tion 61 of the new tariff law, or to pro- 
vide means for the execution thereof, 
has taken up the claims which have 
been filed since last November, and is 
making preparations to bring them to 
trial at as early a date as possible. The 
importance of this action cannot be 
overestimated, but it is quite over- 
shadowed by the declarations of the 
officials of the Department made to the 
Reporter’s correspondent to-day, that 
the Government will go into court on 
all of these cases without the slightest 
hope of winning them, the defense be- 
ing merely perfunctory in character, and 
calculated only to defend the Govern- 
ment against imposition by fraud in the 
allegations brought forward in support 
of the various claims. 

As preliminary to the action to be 
taken by the Department of Justice, 
Assistant Attorney-General Dodge has 
appointed a conference between himself 
and Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Miller, which will take place within a 
few days, Mr. Miller at the present time 
being confined to his house by illness. 
Mr. Dodge desires to ascertain from the 
Treasury officials to what extent, in 
point of numbers and aggregate 
amount, these claims will reach when 
they are finally taken up for adjudica- 








tion. He also desires to familiarize 
himself with the methods heretofore 


pursued by the Treasury Department in 
supervising the use of alcohol on which 
tax is paid, and the operations of dis- 
tillers, and also to receive suggestions 
from the Department as to the precau- 
tions to be taken by the law officers in 
investigating the claims presented for 
the use of alcohol under section 61. 

When this information has been re- 
ceived and digested, which will be with- 
in a few days, or, at most, within a few 
weeks, the Department of Justice will 
map out the campaign systematically 
and begin the work which all the law 
officers are confident will end in the 
certification of all these claims to Con- 
press for payment by special appropri- 
ation, 

In this connection the point has been 
raised as to whether a special appropri- 
ation will be necessary to pay these 
claimants. It is held, on the one hand, 
that the tariff act of Aug. ZS, LSU4, di- 
rected that a rebate should be paid on 
all alcohol consumed under certain 
stipulated conditions, and that although 
the law has not been executed by the 
Department, it is none the less manda- 
tory upon the Treasury, and when 
carried out, all necessary disburse- 
ments may be paid from the funds in 
the Treasury without special authority 
from Congress. This position is con- 
tested by the Department of Justice, 
which holds that where, for any reason, 
a claim has been resisted by the Treas- 
ury and only allowed after adjudication 
in the Court of Claims, a special appro- 
priation will be required to pay it. This 
being the case, it follows that all claims 
that can be adjudicated in any one fis- 
cal year will stand upon the same foot 
ing, with regard to payment, as all 
judgments rendered within these 
periods will be certified to Congress in a 
single budget. 

With regard to the programme of the 
Department of Justice in the settle- 
ment of the free-alcohol cases, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Dodge to-day 
made a hilghly important statement to 
the Reporter’s correspondent. 

“Some idea of the magnitude of the 
task before the Department,’’ said he, 
“may be gathered from the fact that, 
according to the estimate of Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Muher, 
which was published in the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter, there are probably 
32,000 manuafecturers who use more or 
less alcohol in manufacturing purposes, 
including, of course, all the druggists 
who compound medicines in larger or 
smaller quantities. I have no data

upon which to arrive at these figures, 
but suppose the, Commissioner is cor- 
rect, All of these claims will, according

to the experience of the Department, 
come before the Court of Claims sooner | 
or later. The individuals might not | 
themselves bring them, but we have 
found that claim attorneys throughout | 
the country are in the habit, in cases | 
like this, of sending out large quanti- 
ties of circulars which result in the fil- 
ing of all promising claims in an aston- 
ishingly short space of time. We, there- 
fore, must look at the thing in its most 
serious aspect. : | 
“The Department is just now winding | 


up a similar series of claims, from 
which I hope to develop a plan for 
handling the free alcohol cases. The 


claims of letter carriers for overtime, 
which covered more than 3,000 cases, 
threatened to swamp the entire ma- 
chinery of this office, which has but a 
comparatively small force and an avail- 
able appropriation of only $25,000 per 
annum for such cases as these. It was 
aprarent to us that it would be neces- | 
sary for us to devise some scheme for 


gathering evidence and briefing and 
preparing cases for trial. Under ine 


usual procedure the cost of this work, 
even in a series of amounts to 
about $25 per ease. We conceived the 
idea, however, of sending out a special 
commissioner, who not only took testi- 
mony on behalf of the Department and 
the claimant, but who investigated the 
facts and arrived at a basis upon which 
a judgment could be conceded. In the 
case of the letter carriers, he went to 
certain towns, where he heard the car- 
riers’ statements, took the testimony of 
the postmaster and investigated all the 
facts. In more than 90 per cent. of the 
ceses he reached an agreement with 
each claimant, and when he returned 
to the Department he was able to 
put the claims in shape speedily, che 
entire cost of the work not exceeding 
$3 per case. In a few instances claim- 
ants declined to accept the commission- 
er’s estimate, and those will have to be | 
fried sé parately; but so successful nas | 
this system been that I expect to clear | 
up the entire series during the current 
fiscal year. 

“In the free alcohol cases the De- 
partment proposes to try a test case to 
begin with, and subsequently to take 
up the other and I hope to de- 
vise a system similar to that described 
under which they can all be rapidly dis- 
posed of. We shall be obliged to make 
a_test of some other case than that of 
tne Brown Chemical Company of Bal- 
timore, in which the testimony and brief 
of the claimant have been filed. The 
sum involved is too small to enable us 
to send the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, if that course should be 


cases, 


cases, 








desirabie, and we siall, therefore, se- 
lect the earliest case which involves 
a sum sutlicient to come within the 


statute. 

“After the test case kas been disposed 
of the other cases can be taken up and 
I think we can arrange to send out 
commissioners, as before, to examine 
the claims and determine their merits. 
In each of these cases important ques- 
tions of fact are involved, which ren- 
der them more complicated than the 
ordinary class case in which usually 
only one or two points have any impor- 
tant bearing. Of course, in these claims 
we shall have to determine that the al- 
cohol was purchased under the condi- 
tions stated and used for the purposes 
alleged, and in the quantity as set forth 
in the petition. The undertaking will 
prove an enormous one, but the Gov- 
ernment will have to assume it, as the 
statute is very clear. In defending 
these cases we will have to rely upon 
our efforts to prevent the bringing of 
fraudulent claims, for upon the point 





as to whether the law actually gives 
untaxed alcohol for use in the arts and 
sciences, there can hardly be any ques- 
tion.” 

Although the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Justice refrain from discuss- 
ing the probable course of the Treas- 
ury Department, they are of the opin- 
ion that the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue will speedily formulate regula- 
tions for the execution of the law. They 
are confident that every claim properly 
grounded and presented to the Court of 
Claims will result in a judgment 
against the Government and they have 
so advised Secretary Carlisle and Com- 
missioner Miller, The Treasury Depart- 
ment resisted the payment of the rebate 
last Fall at a time when the condition 
of the Treasury was such that it was 
necessary to withhold every diburse- 
ment possible to prevent an immediate 
deficit. This condition has been ma- 
terially modified by the increased re- 
ceipts and the bond sales that have 
taken place since November, and as 
Congress has adjourned without repeal- 
ing the law there seems only one logical 
thing for the Department to do, name- 


ly, to execute the statute. This is the 
advice which the Attorney-General will 
give Secretary Carlisle, possibly in a 
formal communication within a few 
weeks, but certainly in an informal but 
none the less positive manner within a 
very short time.

known as cottonseed meal, which is 
produced by the grinding or pulveriza- 
tion of what is known as “oil cake.” 
The merchandise was classified under 
Aug. 28, 184, and 
was assessed for duty as an unenu- 
merated manufactured article. It is 
claimed to be free of duty as ‘oil cake,” 
under paragraph 567 of said act. 

We find as a matter of fact that the 
article is not merely crushed, but is 
ground or pulverized by machinery, so 
as to change its commercial name and 
from what was known as “oil 
cake” to a new and distinct article 
known as cottonseed meal, In 
Schriefer vs. Wood, 5 Blatch 215, it 
was held that, while ‘charcoal’? was 
free of duty under the tariff act then in 
ground or pulverized animal 
known as bone black, was 
The rule was declared to 
be that when an article ‘having a dis- 
tinct name in the trade and commerce 
of the country is produced by machinery 
or by a chemical process, from any ma- 
terial or materials having a distinct 
commercial name from the artic ‘le_pro- 
duced, we may “generally spe ‘ak of the 
operation by which it is produced as a 
manufacture.” A common illustration 
is meal produced by grinding corn, and 
flower by grinding wheat. In re Oliver, 
G. A. 2792. The process of grinding is 
commonly recognized throughout our 
tariff legislation as a process of manu- 
facture. In re Allison, G. A. 2785; in re 
Welton, G. A. 25-45. 

We accordingly hold that said cotton- 
seed meal is not “oil cake,’’ but is a 
“manufacture of oil cake,’’ and over- 
rule the protest claimed under said 
paragraph 5067, and affirm the Col- 
lector’s décision.

Gallein and Coerulin. 
William Pickhardt et al., vs. United 
States. United States Circuit Court of 

Appeals for the Second Circuit. 
Appellants imported into the port of 
New York, after Oct. 1, 1890, and dur- 
ing the year 1891, sundry invoices of 
dyestuffs known as “pallein” and ‘‘coe- 
rulin.”’ The Collector assessed duty 
thereon at 35 per cent., under parag 
18, act of 1890, as coaltar colors or 
dyes. The importer protested against 
this decision on the ground that gallein 
is not a coaltar color or dye, but should 
pay a lower rate, because it was either 
an extract of logwood or dyewood, or 


was a color not specially provided for, 


or was a chemical compound, or is a 
coaltar preparation, not a color or dye 
They also protested against the exac- 
tion of duty upon the ccerulin, because 
it should be classified as one of the first 
three articles just named. The deci- 
sion of the collector was affirmed by 
the Board of General Appraisers, whose 
decision was affirmed by the United 
States Circuit Court. Upon this appeal 
the appellants confined themseives to 
the claim that the goods were dutiable 
under parag. 61, act of 1890, at 25 per 
cent. The position of the appellants is 
that the goods are not coaltar colors 
or dyes, and not being so, they must be 
dutiable under parag. 61. 

Gallein is a dye and is made of two 
molecules of pyrogallic acid and one 
molecule of phthalic acid. The source 
of commercial supply of pyrogallic 
acid is from nut galls or other vegetable 
matter. The present source of commer- 
cial supply of phthalic acid is from 
coaltar. Coerulin is a dye made by 
boiling gallein in subphuriec acid. Both 
are used for dyeing wool, cotton and 
silk. They are imported in petroleum 
barrels in the form of paste suspended 
in water, and containing as much as 
20 per cent of the dyeing property. 

The Board of General Appraisers 
found that both of these articles were 
commercially known as coaltar colors 
or dyes, and the Circuit Judge was of 
opinion that the witnesses for the im- 
porter did not substantially contradict 
this finding. The new testimony before 
the United States Circuit Court, upon 


commercial designation, does not 
justify the conclusion that these two 
kinds of dyes are designated in the 


speech of commerce, as coaltar prod- 
ucts. The oral testimony was of a 
technical character, where appellants 
did not show that the articles were not 
coaltar colors, and if they had, it does 
not follow necessarily, that they are 
dutiable under parag. 61, for there may 
be A question which was not examined 
in the record, whether this paragraph 
which provides for all paints and colors, 
includ2s dyestuffs. 

It is understocd that the Board of 
Jeneral Appraisers has decided this 
question in the negative. 

The decision of the Circuot Court was 
affirmed. 


Hydrate of Alumina, 

Thomas Irwin Sons vs. United States. 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Second Circuit. 

This appeal from the Circuit Court 
involves the question whether the fine 
powder known as “Hydrate of alumi- 
na,” manufactured from the crude min- 
eral known as bauxite, should be classi- 
fied for tariff purposes under the free 
list of the tariff act of 1890, as “‘bau- 
xite” or as “alumina,” under parag. 9 
of the same act, and dutiable at 6-10 of 
one cent per pound. 

The opinion of Judge Cox states clear- 
ly the various reasons which induced 
him to affirm the decision of the Col- 
lector and to hold that the article was

not bauxite, but was dutiable under 
the name of alumina. 

The Court of Appeals fully concurred 
in those reasons, stating while the 
article, technically speaking, is ‘“‘hy- 
drat2 of alumina,’’ it sufficiently ap- 
pears from the testimony taken for 
use before the Circuit Court that in 
common speech the terms “hydrate of 
alumina” and ‘alumina’ are used 
as synonymous. 

The decision of the Circuit Court was 
affidmed.

“The soil of this maritime plain is a 
light-brown loam, very rich, and almost 
without a stone. In places where the 
loam has been mixed with sand, the 
colocynth plant seems to thrive best. 
Very little rain falls on parts of this 
plain. The plant does not suffer from 
this lack vf moisture. The climate is 
warm the year round, and during the 
Summer months, the heat is intense; 
so that the conditions necessary for 
the successful raising of the colocynth 
would seem to be a good soil, some- 
what sandy, a warm climate and little 
moisture. 

“The plant itself resembles our com- 
mon cucumber, but its fruit is globose, 
about the size of an orange, of a light: 
brown color. Its rind is smooth, thin 
and parchment-like. It is known as the 
colocynth, and is superior to 
the Spanish and Mogador varieties in 
the amount of pulp its fruit contains. 
The pulp constitutes 25 per cent. of tne 
fruit. The rind and seeds are valueless 

“The fillaheen, or peasants, gather 
the fruit in July and August before it 
is quite ripe. It is sold to Jaffa dealers, 
who peel it and dry the pulp in the 
sun. It is then molded into irregular 
small balls, packed in boxes and 
shipped, mostly to England. The aver- 
age annual shipment from Jaffa is 
10,000 pounds, though this year’s ship- 
ment amounted to only about’ 6,000 
pounds. The quantity could be _ in- 
creased indefinitely if there were more 
for it and a price were paid 
that would make it an inducement for 


the peasants to gather and prepare it. 
The price now paid for the colocynth 
pulp, prepared, packed for shipment 


and delivered on board the steamers in 
the port of Jaffa is about 830 cents a 
pound. 

“There seems to be no reason why the 
plant should not be successfully grown 
in certain parts of the United States. 
The soil and climatic conditions are 
certainly adapted to it.”

It 
was, no doubt, due to a lack of inquiry 
on the part of the trade generally, and 
to a desire in the minds of some of the 
Norwegian dealers to place stock. Re- 
ports from Norway continue of a sirong 
character, pointing to a shortage in the 
crop. The official reports to Feb. 22 
state that it takes 550 to 65U livers to 
make a hectolitre of oil, as against 25U 
to 3oU in former years. They are thin 
and give only 25 to 8U per cent. of oil, 
against an average of 4U to 5U per cent, 
They cost 16 to 20 crowns per hecto- 
litre, as compared with 10 to 15 crowns 
in good years.

Spirits Distilling 
to the Trade, 

The newSpirits Distilling Association, 
which includes distillers in and out of 
the trust, has issued the following cir- 
cular to the trade, dated at Peoria, Ill, 
March 15: 

“At a meeting of the spirits distilling 
interests of the United States held in 
Chicago, Feb. 20 and 21, 1895, the 
Spirits Distilling Association was 
formed, embracing nearly all the lead- 
ing interests of the country. An agree- 
ment was made under which the trade 
is to be supplied with spirits and alco- 
hol, at a small profit over the cost of 
its production; that is, the prices agreed 
upon are calculated to give a profit to 
the producers of less than one-half of 1 
cent per proof gallon. It is the intention 
of the association to protect the trade 
against arbitrary advances by having 
this price absolutely based upon the 
price of corn and other materials re-

“There was an Executive Committee 
formed that meets in Peoria and di- 


rects the details; likewise an Arbitra- 
tion Committee directly representing 
| the trade, that will consider any com- 
plaints brought before it by one or more 
wholesale dealers.

With the details properly exe- 
cuted the spirit and alcohol business 
can be conducted on a legitimate plan 
and prices can be maintained both by 
dealers and producers on a stable basis, 
avoiding the ruinous fluctuation of re- 
cent times.”

There is very little change in the sit- | 


uation of the chemical market from 
what it was at the close of our last. 
There has, however, been considerable 
inquiry for alkali and caustic soda for 
forward delivery, but at such low fig- 
ures that manufacturers have declined 
to accept the orders. The general iin- 
pression is that chemicals have about 
touched bottom, and with any sort of 
a demand prices must advance in the 
near future. There is more demand for 
sal soda for delivery during the Sum- 
mer months with sales reported of sev- 
eral hundred tons of foreign makes. 
Nitrate of soda has arrived freely upon 
a dull market, and consequently prices 
are more or less demoralized. The other 
light chemicals show few changes. A 
Liverpool exchange, in speaking of that 
market, says: ‘“Alkalies generally are 
moving freely, and business in caustic 
soda is fairly brisk for export account. 
The prices on the spot are steady, and 
may be taken as follows: F. o. b. Liv- 
erpool, 77 per cent., £9 15s.; 74 per cent., 
£8 15s.; 70 per cent., £7 15s.; 60 per 
cent., £6 15s.; cream, 60 per cent., £6 
19s. per ton, ten-ton lots and upward. 
Alkali, 58 per cent., £83 per ton, bags, 
f. o. r. makers’ works, and £8 10s., 
casks, f. 0. b. Soda erystals 37s. id. 
to 40s., bags, makers’ works. Bleach- 
ing powder is in fairly good demand, 
both for home trade and export: £7 
per ton being nearest value, f. 0. r. 
makers’ works, and £7 5s. f. 0. b. The 
price, however, is still subject to some 
variation for certain foreign markets. 
Chlorates are again weaker, potash be- 
ing 414d. per Ib. and soda 614d., with 
only moderate inquiry. Sulphur with- 
out change in value. Sulphate of cop- 
per fairly active at £15 5s. to £15 10s. 
f. 0. b., according to brand. Superphos- 
phates and other fertilizers are also in 
good request, as usual at this season. 
In acetate of lime, brown and gray, 
there is no further change in value to 
record during the week. Acetates of 
soda, lead and acetic acid are unal- 
tered in values, and only a moderate 
amount of business being done. White 
powdered arsenic is in fair request, and 
with scarcity in supply, price is firm at 
£14 7s. 6d. to £14 10s. per ton.” 
Heavy Chemicals, 
ALKALI.—The arrivals continue 
light as compared with other weeks, 
and the bulk of these are _ deliveries 
upon delayed contracts. There has 
been considerable inquiry for future 
contracts of high test, but makers do 
not care to sell at current figures. An 
order for 2,400 tons was turned down at 
a price which a few weeks ago would

have been considered a fair sale. It is ; 


evident that makers have concluded 
that the bottom has been reached, and 
any improvement in demand in the near 
future must lead to better prices. High 
test in bags, for arrival, is quoted at 
8714@90c., as to quantity and date of 
delivery, while for jobbing spot parcels 
the price ranges from .95@1.05c., as to 
make, quantity and style of packing.
